money coming long distances to attend a show 
which the people of the city did not think worth 
tho price of admission. One very practical way to 
help ‘‘boost’’ the show, and enlarge the business 
stimulus that the city will get out of it, is to go to 
the grounds on opening day, help swell the throng 
and start the affair off with a ‘‘swing.’’ If the 
city folks do that, people at outside points who 


will get value for their money and the crowds of 
out-of-town visitors later in the week will be cor- 
respondingly larger. 


NOT WORTH THE MONEY. 


In the budget debate the member for Medi- 
fine Hat registered a vigorous objection to tho 
proposal to cut down the sessional indemnity. Ho 
reminded his hearers that the Labor members 


are ‘‘waiting to see’’ will be reassured that they | 
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were losing wages while they listened to the 
debates, and declared that if the indemnity were 
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COMBINES NOT ALWAYS ILLEGAL. 


The Royal Commission which is investigating 
why grain rates on the lakes were trebled last 
fell has at last got to the question of whether the 
combine of ship-owners was in violation of the 
law, if there was any such combine. That ques- 
tion was bound to crop up sooner or later, and it 
determines what is to be expected as a result of 
the inquiry. If the law was not broken the com- 
mission can only function as a committee to re- 
commend changes in the statutes or point out 
where these are needed, not as an agency to ar- 
raign the shipping companies for Jaw-breaking. 

There will, of course, be disappointment in 
some quarters if nobody is sent to jail as a result 
of the commission’s findings, as always in such 
circumstances. But there never was strong pro- 
babilty that parties having so much at stake as 
the directors of the steamship lines had steered 
a course which left them open to prosccution as 
criminals. That they exploited the grain growers 
in a highly efficient manner seems to be estab- 
lished, whether by combine methods or individual 
action. But it, was hardly reasonable to suppose 
that their legal pilots had not shown them how to 
do it without getting stranded on the clauses of 
the anti-trust law. If the commission finds out 
how the law will have to be amended to prevent 
them doing it again without incurring penalties 
that will perhaps be as much as can be looked 
for. The Commission is likely to be useful asa 
preventive, rather than os a punitive, instrument. 


BETTER GIVE UP THE PASTIME. 


Lord Carnarvon did not live long to enjoy the 
glory of having unearthed the remgins of King 
Tutankhamen. Of course it is only a superstiti- 
ous notion that he met his end because of the 
curse that is supposed to have been pronounced 
by the ancient Egyptians upon whoever disturbs 
the tomb of a Pharoah. But for once one can 
rather hope that superstition may spread, among 
those who have a craving to go probing in cem. 
eteries. Perhaps the world will learn something 
useful about the artistic achievements and tastes 
of Pharaoh’s time from the chariots and statues 
found in his sepulchre. But most of the interest 
aroused by the find in the Valley of the Kings 
has been on the part of wealthy globe trotters 
whose only concern is that of a somewhat ghoul- 
ish curiosity. As for practical results from the 
discovery, the benefit will be reaped chiefly by 
dragomen, guides and camp followers who col- 
lect backsheesh for showing strangers how far 
they have degenerated from the level of their 
ancestors. And perhaps even a Pharoah has a 
right to be left alone after he is dead. Certainly 
if an Kgyptian expedition wanted to start exca- 
vating in Westminster Abbey there would be 
prompt and pointed insistence upon the sanctity 
of ihe grave. British prestige will suffer nothing 
if Lord Carnarvon’s death induces wealthy Eng- 
lishmen to spend their means and time in some- 
thing more profitable and less questionable than 
body-snatching in ancient burying grounds. 


GO EARLY AND START THE RUSH. 


The exhibitor and the farmer visitor do not 
reap all the advantages from the spring stock 
show, by any means. If they gain information, 
encouragement, inspiration and prize money, the 
city also receives benefits of a direct and material 
kind which are important, and none the less im- 
portant at this time because they are needed more 
than usual. The event every year brings hun- 
dreds of people into the city from all parts of 
central and northern Alberta, a good number 
from the southern distriets, and a contingent of 
very progressive breeders from other provinces, 
This at a time of year when the farmers are lay- 
ing in their supplies for the busy summer season, 
and buying machinery and other equipment need- 
od in their business, The keepers of hotels, eating 
places and stores benefit immediately ane large- 
ly, and in one way or another every business in 
the city sooner or later feels the effect of the 
increased activity thus given to trade. 

On that account alone it is well worth while 
for the people of the city to back the enterprise, 
by attending and trying to get others to attend. 
The larger the attendance of city people the more 
are likely to come from outside points. The ag- 
gregate attendance record for an event of the 
kind depends a good deal on the reports which go 
{o outside points as to the turn-out during the 
early part of the week. Towns-folk and farmers 
could not reasonably be expected to spend good 
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reduced the Legislature would have to get along 
without that contingent. They simply could not 
afford tu waste time legislating for any less 
money. 

It is to be suspected that the member was 
allowing his imagination to embellish his argu- 
ment. The indemnity is $2,000 per member per 
session, long or short. Even should the present 
talk-feast run to one hundred days, the members 
would draw compensation at the rate of $20 per 
day. That is a good round rate of pay, and if they 
want to raise it all they have to do is stop making 
so many speeches or make shorters ones. There 
are not very many members of the Legislature 
whose time is worth any such sum. Most of them 
are lucky if they make half the amount in the 
ordinary course of business. 

But if the speaker was not exaggerating, his 
remark is certainly illuminating; and might sug- 
gest something to the other members in regard to 
the present economic situation, the how! that is 
coming from the farmers, the impossibility of col- 
lecting taxes, and the deficit which blossoms 
every year in the financial report of the provin- 
cial treasurer. If it is true that the Labor mem- 
bers really draw down more than $20 per day 
wages when they are at home producing com- 
modities for the farmer to buy it is not much 
wonder that their legislative colleagues have been 
complaining about the hard time the farmers have 
to try to pay for what he must buy with the pro- 
ceeds of what he has to sell. 

The farmer cannot pay other inen $20 per day 
to get out coal or manufacture and distribute 
goods for him when his own wages are nearer $20 
per month. If that is the relativity of things of 
course he must be hard up, and always will be 
until there is a readjustment of incomes. But 
while the farmers’ party is pulling in political 
harness with the $20 per day group what is the 
use of the farmer members telling the world 
about his troubles? Advertising his plight does 
nothing to restore the equilibrium and help him 
to get what he needs at prices that he can pay. 
If the member for Medicine Hat speaks bameene 
the farmer is the ‘‘goat’’ of the farmer-labor 
political combination, and is being trimmed ac- 
cording to schedule with the able assistance of his 
representatives in the Legislature—and at Ot 
tawa. 

That however is a diversion. The fact remains 
that the indemnity is still inflated to the war- 
time level, and that it is not being eut down. It 
is true that the reduction of the indemnity would 
not wipe out the deficit and balance the budget, 
but it would go some way toward that end. And 
it wouid at least be evidence that the Government 
and its supporters meant what they have been 
saying about economy. If the urge toward thrift 
is not strong enough to clip a substantial margin 
off the indemnity it is not likely to be overpow- 
ering in any direction. How can members who 
insist upon collecting war time rate of pay for 
themselves be expected to go through the sche 
dules with a resolute intent to cut the outlay down 
to the peace time basis? 

And savings of no great amount have been 
made where they will do more damage. With all 
respect, the Legislature is not worth what it is 
costing. The Province would have been about as 
well off if the Ministers had been allowed to earry 
on without calling the present session at all. It 
really isn’t worth the money to pay fifty odd 
members $2,000 each to get together under present 
conditions and ratify a spending program which 
proposes to take nearly ten million dollars out of 
the taxpayers and run the Province a million or 
more farther in the hole hesides,
